The plaintiff claimed that on tbe af- 


ternoon'of Nov. 1. 1897, ate went to 
Eittery Poiut, Me., to pay a call to her 
sister, Mis. Charles Sawyer. About

sister's Lome, she stepped out to tho 
gate to bail a oar.

Mrs. Sawyer's borne is situated npom 


the edge of a creek, and from the load a 
high embankment slopes down to tho 
water. Before the railroad was con- 
structed a fence insured the safety ot 
tne passerby, but it impeded the pro- 
gress of tbe eara and wae taken down 
by the construction company. Beside 
the road, and about a foot from the in 
side rail, was a ditch about four feet ij 
depth. The night was d»rk and foggy, 
and as Mrs. Call was hurrying along to 
catch the car her foot slipped and she 
pitched bead foremost into the ditch. 
She w»s assisted out by the railroad 
hands and her relatives, snd not think- 
ing she was seriously hurt went on to 
Portsmouth in the oar. 
t 


Although her right shoulder pained 


herJjadly^Jie fojlo wing day, she went 
to her work, and not until several weeks 
later did she consult a physician. Then 
it was learned that her shoulder was 
f>adly dislocated and could not be re- 
i.'lac*>d. Siuce then, her right arm has 
withered away and is semi-paralyzed.

today and tbe case will be continued 
until tomorrow

manufacturers' cost and the price de- 
manded of the Indians for the ma- 
chine. 


One hundred and sixty fine sewing 


machines were sold by the enterpris- 
ing awjndlers. For each machine $10 
was collected. Now a collector of the 
company has arrived to investigate 
the situation. He has ICO leases for as 
many machines, on each of which $10 
has been credited as first payment. 
Fifty dollars is still due on each. 


The swindle was a very smooth one. 


In each instance the Indian purchasers 
were required to sign a "testimonial" in 
order that the religious society might 
have evidence that the machines had 
been placed according to the sales- 
men's statement. 
These testimonials 


now prove to be the leases which the 
investigating agent is looking up. They 
are the regulation leases that go with 
all machines throughout the country 
where they are purchased on time'. No 
title is vested in the holder of the 
machine under this form of lease. The 
Indians who secured machines under 
the deal merely rented them, signing 
a contract with the company by which 
they were to secure full title whenever 
the money paid in rent, from month to 
month, equalled the full selling price 
of the machine. Now the agent has 
the worst contract of Ills life trying to 
explain the situation and secure the 
return of the machines. 
Under the 


company's rules the fist $10 collectad 
on the sale of a "time" machine always 
goes to the selling agent, so the head- 
quarters agent shipped the whole car- 
load of machines, the young swindlers 
delivered them, collected their $10 on 
each machine, and immediately disap- 
peared.

The Leaky HiB*owri River. 


F. R. Spearman writes of "Queer 


American Rivers" in SL Nicholas. Mr. 
Spearman says: 


With all lts~oth«!r eccentricities, th« 


Missouri River leaks badly; for you 
know there are leaky rivers as well as 
leaky boats. * The government 
en- 


gineers once measured the flow of the 
Missouri away up in Montana, and 
again some hundred mtles further 
down stcpam. To thsSr surprise, they 
fdnnd that the Missouri, Instead of 
growing bigger down stream, as every 
rational river should, was actually 
20,600 second-feet smalled at the lower 


' Now, while 20,000 secondrfeet could 
be spared from such a trerriendous 
river, that amount of water makes a 
considerable stream of itself. Many 
very celebrated rivers never had " so 
much water in their lives. 
Hsnce 


there was great amazement when the 
discrepancy was discovered. 
But of 


late years Dakota farmers away Jo the 
south and east of those points on the 
Missouri, sinking artesian wells, found 
immense volumes of water where the 
geologists said there wouldn't be any.' 
So it Is believed that the farmers nave 
tapped the water leaking from that 
big hole in the Missouri Kiver away up 
in Montana; and from these wells they 
irrigate large tracts of land, and, natir- 
rally, they don't want the river-bed 
mended. Fancy what a blessing it is, 
when the weather is dry, to have a 
river boiling out of your well, ready to 
flow where you want it over the wheat- 
fields! For of all manner of work that 
a river can be put to, irrigation is, I- 
think, the most useful. But isn't that 
a queer way for the Missouri to wan- 
der about underneath the ground?

been .learned by a remarkable experi- 
ment conducted by Director Jordan at 
the New York station, the results of 
which, feoon to be published, will make 
a sensation. 
Selecting'a good Jersey 


cow and getting her in proper shape 
for the test, he fed her for 60 days with 
prepared foods that contained prac- 
tically no fat. 
Everything that she 


consumed was weighed 'and analyzed, 
also the milk and all the 
excrement, 


solid and liquid. The figures show that 
this cow gave in her milk 40 Ibs more 
fat thaa she consumed, while she added 
30 Ibs to her weight and was in a good, 
thrifty, * fleshy condition at the close. 
This indicates that the vital force in 
the- cow has' the ability to convert 
sugar and starch in the feed into fat. 
Should this fact be confirmed by re- 
peateu tests, iiTmay upaet some of the 
accepted theories about balanced ra- 
tions, Indeed, some of the intelligent 
western feeders contend that they get 
better results by. feeding thsir cheap 
corn, i grain or meal, with corn fod- 
der—a ration that is quite deficient in 
protein or nitrogenous matter, though 
rich in fat—than they do^when a well- 
balanced ration is given. 
Now if a 


cow can convert starchy elements into 
fat, as Jordan believes, why may she 
not increase the per cent of solids in 
her milk, according as her food is 
varied? The fact is, we are beginning 
to flnd out that'processes going on in 
the "innards" of a cow are "fearfully 
and wonderfully made" and but little 
understood.

of Apia during the' whole night, and 
the:shots from the natives* rifles ashore 
were striking the porpoise and .Tavinni, 
which made all people come from the 
deck. The Tavinni' had between 60 and 
70 refugees living on board for two days 
and two nights. 


"The Tavinni left Apia on March 19. 


and up to that time; three sailors from 
:tlie Rdyalist were 'killed, one from the 
Philadelphia arid'several wounded. The 
Tavinni brought to the Suva hospital 
two sailors from the Royalist, botnbe- 
in/g shot through the legs. Up to our 
time of sailing the firing was just going 
on the same as on our arrival.

William Pena wanted to call his 
state "New Wales," but afterward de- 
cided upon Sylvania, to which the king 
prefixed the word Penn. In 1784 an 
ordinance was drawn up as follows: 
•The territory northward of the forty- 
fifth decree, that Is u» say. of the com- 
pletion of the forty-fifth degree from 
the equator and extending to the Lake 
of the Woods, shall be called "Sylva- 
cia." See what we missed! The terri- 
tory under the forty-fifth and forty- 
fourth degrees which lies westward of 
Lake Michigan was to be called Michi- 
gania, while that to the eastward with- 
in the peninsula formed by the lakes 
and waters of Michigan, Huron. St. 
Clair and Erie, was to be called Cher- 
$onesus. Heaven forbade! 


Of the territory lying under th« for- 


ty-third and forty-second degree*, that 
to the westward, called Assenisipia; 
that to the eastward, m which are the 
sources of the Muskingura, the two Mi- 
amis of the Ohio, the Wabash, the Illi- 
nois, the Miamis of the lake, and the 
Sandusky rivers, was to be called Met- 
ropotamia.
